A Modern Tragedy 
—A New Start 


The following story was discovered in The Journal 
office, dated May 13,1936, There is no signature at¬ 
tached, and no clue as to who wrote it; but it will prove 
interesting. 

I met them at Coleman, Alberta, last year. They 
had been farming in southern Saskatchewan and were 
headed for British Columbia. Their earthly belongings 
were crowded into two covered wagons which were be¬ 
ing pulled by four scrawny horses. Behind them stag¬ 
gered half a dozen poor looking cattle driven by a little 
girl on horseback. She grinned and waved to everyone 
who passed. Her dark hair was protruding from under 
a tattered straw hat, and her faded blue overalls were 
covered witji layers of dust from the road. 

She was viewing the snow covered mountains and 
the green trees for the first time. The grass was green 
and small streams of water gurgled down the hillsides. 
This was a virtual paradise in contrast to the barren, 
burnt country to which she had been accustomed. She 
marveled at this wanton waste of water. To her water 
had been a precious fluid to be conserved and valued, 
the lack of which had caused ruin to her father’s fields 
of grain. 

Year after year the drought continued. Each spring 
hopes were high. The spring work was done and seed¬ 
ing finished. Weeks passed without rain, the fields 
were parched. Every passing cloud brought a ray of 
hope and sometimes the sun was blotted out for a few 
moments, but the cloud passed them by. The tiny 
shoots of grain turned a light yellow, then a crisp brown. 
They had witnessed another failure which was added 
to the failures of previous years. They had reached the 
end of their endurance. What could they do? 

After much deliberation, they resolved to make the 
long trek to British Columbia. Long days of grinding 
labor under a boiling summer sun and long winters of 
bitter frost had meant nothing to them. Their lives 
had been dedicated to this cruel land. In return for 
their labors they had asked little, sufficient food, a few 
simple comforts, and freedom from the gnawing fear of 
insecurity. Behind them lay their blighted hopes and 
the tender memories of more fruitful years. Their des¬ 
tination was a vague somewhere. They were enthralled 
by the majestic beauty of the surrounding mountains 
and their eyes shone with expectancy. The little girl 
waved good bye and they were away on their weary 
trail. 

I can visualize a log cabin in a fertile valley. The 
smoke from the stone chimney is curling up through 
the trees and fat cattle are grazing on the hillsides. 
Some land has been cleared and is being prepared for 
the first crop. Water is plentiful and a beautiful crop 
is assured. This has been the happy ending of a 
modern tragedy.

The Gasoline Hazard 



With the coldest, lengthiest and, therefore, the most hazardous part of 
the winter yet to come, sixteen coffins, containing the tortured bodies of 
victims of the fire demon have been lowered into the ground and hospital 
doors have opened to admit another twenty injured by the same agency, 
in Saskatchewan alone this season, and this is the pre-Christmis toll iivone 
of the prairie provinces. 

In the absence of figures it is safe to presume that comparable losses 
have occurred in the sister provinces of Alberta and Manitoba. Indeed 
stories of tragedies appearing in local and metropolitan newspapers afford 
the evidence that such is the case. 

These graves give silent testimony to the risks annually incurred in 
a cold climate during the winter season, and, in most cases, are mute evi¬ 
dence of the truth of the old adage “familiarity breeds conLmpt'-'; in other 
words they are, in the majority of instances, the result of carelessness— 
a lack of appreciation, or forgetfulness, of the dangers involved in the 
handling of fire. ‘ 


In this season's fires, gasoline is indicted as one of the most potent 
jencies of death, injury and loss of home and contents. In some cases, it 
is been used in mistake for coal oil to lash dying embers into quick flame 
• to speed up a newly laid fire. In other instances the use of this danger- 
is fluid for dry cleaning operations has brought irremedial disaster upor 
i unsuspecting household. 


In other words, in nearly every instance, somebody’s carelessness or | 
negligence can be blamed for the dire results which have followed. There j 
has been a violent explosion, a death-dealing fluid has been sprayed in all; 
directions and the doctor, the coroner and the undertaker have been called 
in to perform the obsequies. In the twinkling of an eye a happy household 
has been converted into a shambles, no less direful because disaster was un¬ 
suspected a moment before and no less horrible than the streets of Shang¬ 
hai after the visit of a Japanese bomber. 

When details of these disasters appear in cold print subsequently,, 
wonderment at the carelessness and folly of mankind speedily succeeds the 
shock occasioned in the mind of the reader by graphic descriptions of the 
horrors of such disaster and the suffering they entail. 

The wonder is further accentuated by the thought that these disasters 
have followed so close on the heels of the annual fall fire prevention cam¬ 
paigns, when well directed efforts were made to render citizens fire con¬ 
scious, apparently all to no avail. 


There is some comfort, however, in the discovery that these fire-preven- j 
lion campaigns are bearing some fruit and more particularly in the fertile j 
and impressionable minds of the youth of the country, for in the past few 1 
years, there has been marked reduction in the number of conflagrations re¬ 
sulting from the misuse of matches by children—an indication that chil-i 
dreii, at least, are learning and remembering valuable lessons imparted ini 
the schools during fire prevention week. 

*Thesc results of the campaign in the schools among the children give j 
rise to the hope that fire losses from misuse of gasoline will be materially 
reduced in the future within the next two or three decades when they suc¬ 
ceed the present generation as the masters and mistresses of the house¬ 
holds in the rural districts. They at least serve to demonstrate that the 
words of admonition and advice which form a component part of these cam¬ 
paigns are worthwhile and give rise to the belief that later they will bear 
fruit in a substantial reduction in fire losses where such are caused by 
carelessness or neglect. 

In the meantime, one can only suppose that fire losses attributable to 
carelessness with gasoline will continue more or less unabated, unless some 
measure can be found to make the use of gasoline for lighting fires and 
for other uses in the home impossible.

APPLES MAY BE DRIED FOR ! 1 

WINTER USE ] 

Have you looked over your supply 1 
of apples to see if they are keeping 
all right? Sometimes you will find 
a few of the early varieties showing I 
signs' of decay. Even if only two or 
three apples are affected, you will be 
surprised how quickly the trouble 
will spread. j 

Pick over the' apples and’ remove 
all the spoiled ones. Great care should | 
be taken in handling the apples. 
Careless handling will cause more 
bruises. 

Apples should be stored in a dry 
cool place and away from light. If 
your storage space is not satisfac¬ 
tory, it might be wise to dry a few 
apples. Putting them in jars, using i 
the Cold Pack Method is also ad¬ 
vised. This applies particularly to ] 
the earlier varieties of apples.

storage, on sales of oil, and gas 
lands, and on top of all these types 
of taxes, there are severance taxes, 
proration taxes, royalties, derrick 
taxes, anti-pollution taxes in a great 
many of the big fields, and well¬ 
drilling permit fees. 

Refiners, of course, have to pay 
taxes on their refined products. Pipe 
line companies pay taxes on their 


pipe lines, and taxes on all the crude 
they transport. 

One of the biggest accounting jobs 
•the industry has is that of taking 
care of the taxes it has to pay the 
governments.
